By the narrow majority of 88 votes, in 
the face of the most cunningly contrived 
opposition, the water bonds were carried 
in yesterday's election. 

Out of a total of 3,709 registered voters. 
2,594 ballots were cast. Of this number 
2,511 voters expressed themselves as in 
favor of the bonds and 83 against. 

This gratifying result, attained after 
numerous long delays and accomplished 
after the bitterest sort of a fight, means 
that the city of Atlanta, which has long 
been niggardly equipped in the matter 
of sufficiént’ water mains, will at once 
issue $200,000 in water bonds—a sum suf- 
ficient to relieve a situation which has 
been a menace to the city commercially 
as well as from the standpoint of 
health. 

Never in the history of Atlanta has a 
similar election aroused a like degree of 
popular interest in men and women alike. 
This interest was substantially manifest- 
ed all during the day. The water bonds 
was the sole topic of conversation, and 
when the polls closed at night and the 
result became known there was a general 
sigh of relief. 

Now that the voters of Atlanta have 
expressed themselves, it only remains for 
the matter to be presented to council 
at its next meeting. Council will in turn 
refer the bond issue to the finance com- 
mittee, which will advertise for bids, 
Owing to the city’s splendid credit, it is 
expected that the bonds will realize as 
high ag 105. 

Two things militated strongly against 
the bonds yesterday. The weather during 
the forenoon was bad. Rain came down 
in a steady pour and many who would 
_ have otherwise voted were kept away 
from the polls. The second reason was 
the adroit tactics of the opposition, who 
conducted a brilliant campaign. This 
plan, owing to the fact that a failure 
to vote was equivalent to a vote against 
the bonds, was as simple as it might 
have proved effectual. Hundreds were 
registered who had no-intention of vot- 
ing. This silent expression of disap- 
proval began to be felt early fin the day 
and up to a late hour in the afternoon 
it looked as if defeat were certain. At 3 
o’clock in the afternoon the efforts of 
those favoring the bonds were renewed, 
and by the most persistent work the day 
was won. 

Why this opposition should have exist- 
ed is problematic. For weeks prior to the 
election the campaign looking toward 
defeat of the bonds was waged by means 
of cards and circulars urging voters to 
cast a negative ballot. In a large meas- 
ure this zeal reacted in favor of the 
bonds. Many who had hitherto expressed 
but a remote degree of interest began to 
study the question and decided to regis- 
ter and vote affirmatively. 


Rain Caused Despair.

The friends of the water bonds were 


almost in despair» yesterday when the 
clouds began to gather and the rain 
fell. The voting in nearly all the wards 
had been comparatively light during the 
morning hours, and it was thought that 
the rain would keep the voters away 
from the polls in the afternoon. 

As soon as the sun came out, however, 
the friends of the bonds took up their 
work with renewed energy. Citizens who 
were registered but who had not voted 
were called up by telephone and remind- 
ed of the fact. This plan was in- 
strumental in bringing out a large num- 
‘per late in the afternoon, who might 
otherwise have neglected to vote. 

Chief Joyner and the members of the 
fire department were not behind hand in 
jogging the memery of the registered vot- 
er, and it is probable that the plan car- 
ried out by the firemen was largwy re- 
sponsible for hundreds of votes that were 
cast between 3 o’clock and the hour of 
closing.

BRITISH ‘AND RUSSIANS 
GLARE AT OWE ANOTHER 


Troops of Two Nations Face Each 
Other Defiantly at Tien Tsin, 
but Opinion Prevails That 
There Will Be No 
Bloodshed. 


Shanghai, March 20,—A dispatch 
to The China Gazette from Tokio, 
March 20th, says that all the Rus- 
sian warships in Japanese waters 
have sailed for O@rea, and that the 
Japanese squadron is mobilizing for 
an immediate departure to the Co- 
rean coast. | 


Waldersee Wouldn’t Interfere. 


Tien Tsin, March ®.—General Campbell, 
the English commander, and General 
Wogack, commanding the Russians, met 
Count von Waldersee upon his arrival 
here. Learning that both had received in- 
structions from their governments, Count 
von Waldersee said it was useless for 
him to give even an opinion regarding 
the matters at issue. 

It is the general feeMng in Tien Tsin 
that the trouble is not likely to reach a 
point where blood will be shed. Both 
detachments on guard have orders to do 
nothing aggressive unless forced to do so 


by the other. 

Except the army and eamp followers, 
the only Russians now residing here are 
the members of the consular staff, two 
clerks and two Jews, who are running 
stores and who left Russia in order to 
Save their lives. These are now being 
offered inducements to move to the Rus- 
Sian concession, 

The French concession is quiet. French 
gendarmes are on duty at the British con- 
cession to prevént the soldiers from tres- 
passing, and Australian naval brigade 
men are preventing the Sikhs from in- 
vading the French concession. 

Ninety British marines arrived here 
last night from the Taku forts to replace 
the Indian guards on the aisputed land. 
The Fusiliers are expected today.

To Check French Troops. 


Pekin, March 4.—The British re-en- 
forcements, consisting of ninety marines, 
which arrived at Tien Tsin last. night 
from the Taku forts, to replace the In- 
dian guards on the disputed land, are ex- 
plained as due to a fear lest any incident 
arising out of the Russo-British land 
question should cause the French troops, 
whose conduct has given much trouble, to 
precipitate a collision. The British com- 
mander desires to have enough troops in 
Tien Tsin to preserve order in the streets.

Russia Demands an Apology. 


London, March 21.—‘Genéral Wogack 
has refused to accept Count von Walder- 
see’s arbitration at Tien ‘I'sin,”’ says the 
Pekin correspondent of The Daily Mail, 
wiring yesterday. “and demands that the 
British not only withdraw, but apologize 
for removing the Russian flag. 

“General Barrow refuses to do either, 
and in so refusing has the gupport of the 
British government. Brit'sh re-enforce- 
ments are being sent.’’ 

“Russia’s proceedings in Korea,” says 
the Kobe correspondent of The Daily 
Mail, ‘are now openly aggressive: and it 
is believed that she is about to make fur- 
ther demands in connection with Ma- 
San-Pho.’’ 

The officials of the foreign office here 
have received no informamon of an out- 
break of Russian-British hostilities at 
Tien Tsin. Their latest advices thence 
say the position remains the same. 


Threat Would Scare England. 


St. Petersburg, March 20.—The Russian 
press is not alarmed about the Tien Tsin 
affair. There is no mention of it in the 
official agency’s dispatches. but the’ Lon- 
don correspondent of The Novoe Vremya 
characterizes the disputes as unimpor- 
tant. Another London correspondent 
quotes a French diplomat as saying that 
an Anglo-Russian war is impossibie and 
Russia need only threaten to support the 
Boers to bring Great Britain to her knees. 

The Novosti advocates qa Russg-Japa- 
nese alliance which will assure Japan 
her present possessions and a large mar- 
ket for her industrial products in Rus- 
sian territory, where they will be pro- 
tected against Anglo-German competition. 
In conclusion, the article declares this 
alliance is as important in the orient as 
the Franco-Russian alliance is in the oc- 
cident. 

The Novosti apparently regards the 
Russo-American understanding as per- 
manent, as the paper dues not mention 
American competition in Russian terri- 
tory. which is stronger than the Anglo- 
German competition. 

Will Yield. 


Believe Great Britain 


Berlin, March 2.—In German official 
circles it is asserted that British and 
Russian guards still occupy the land in 
controversy at Tien Tsin and that a satis- 
factory adjustment of the matter may be 
expected. The press does not consider the 
Tien Tsin incident vital. All the papers 
express a belief that Great Britain will 
yield. The Vossische Zeitung says that 
England cannot now afford to engage in 
a serious conflict with Russia. 

The Kreuz Zeitung, which takes a simi- 
lar view. adds: 

“It would be indeed deplorable if from 
a mere local controversy there should 
grow up serious differences, because that 
would induce the Chinese to show greater 
powers of resistance.” 

The Kreuz Zeitung mentions a series of 
Russian advances in the far east, in- 
cluding the acquisition of territory at 
Hankow. by means of which Russia in- 
vaded the Yang Tse district, adding: 

“All this England has had to endure 
because the South African war paralyzes 
her aggressive powers.”

Berlin, March 2.—The St, Petersburg 
correspondent of the Tageblatt says he 
has learned of two separate conspiracies 
to assassinate the czar. The first attempt 
was planned to be made on the occasion 
of the jubilee ball of the naval cadet 
corps which the czar had promised to at- 
tend. Hig majesty was ready to start and 
was awaiting his carriage when Governor 
General Kleigels arrived at the palace and 
inforr-ed him that he must not go. Sev- 
eral suspicious persons belonging to the 
revolutionary party having been arrested 
at the Nicolai bridge with arms and 
forged passports, he tnformed his ma- 
jesty that the prisoners were probably 
emissaries of the central nihilist com- 
mittee at Zurich. ‘The visit was accord- 


ingly abandoned. 

The second affair occurred in the middle 
of January, when the czar, accompanied 
by his mother, visited the ceramic exhi- 
bition. When entering one of the rooms 
the members of the committee who were 
escorting the imperial party suddenly no. 
ticed an unknown man _  =hurriedly ap- 
proaching the czar. As the pwblic had 
been excluded and those authorized to at- 
tend had been carefully selected, the pres- 
ence of the stranger excited suspicion. 

Several of the czar’s party hastened to 
meet him to lead him away. Thereupon 
the man suspiciously thrust his hand ina 
pocket. He was instantly seized. When 
he was searched a bomb was found tn his 
pocket, 


EDWARD BANS FROCK COATS: 
THEY SUGGEST A REPUBLIC 


London, March 20.—At St. James palace 
this afternoon King Edward. wearing 
field marshal’s uniform, received between 
forty and fifty deputations from various 
parts of the kingdom, bearing addresses 
of condolence and congratulation. His 
iniajesty made an acknowledgment to 
th general body, but separate replies to 
the Free Masons and to the deputation 
from Trinity college, Dublin.

News Company, Augusta, Ga. Send my 
clothes to my brother, Ike Brinson, and 
my money in the bank and all the other 
money due me from the news company 
to my mother, and I have money in At- 
lanta Union News Company. I have 
nothing to live for; I lose money at ev- 
erything I go at, so I can’t understand 
anything. I had rather be dead than to 
live here worried to death all the time. 
I am A. C, BRINSON.” 

Below this was written in pencil: 

‘Dear Uncle Adam—Please bury me in 
Augusta cemetery, and see that I am well 
put away, even if it takes all of my 
money.” 

As $74.02 was found in Brinson’s pock- 
ets it was evidently not lack of ready 
money which caused his despondency. 
He stated to a friend a day or two be- 
fore that he had won $76 at keno the pre- 
vious night. From a dispatch received 
here from Augusta it would appear that 
Brinson was ill and was laying off for 
treatment. The body was forwarded to 
Augusta tonight tod relatives.

HE WAS BADLY. RATTLED 


Testimony of Lawyers as to a Viola- 
} tion of the Constitution in the 
Issuance of the Mandamus 
‘Was Not Admitted 
by the Court. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 20.—(Special.)— 
Associate Justice Montgomery, populist 
member of the supreme court, occupied 
the morning session at the impeachment 
- trial today as a witness for the impeached 
judges. He upheld the decisions of the 
majority of the court as being law until 
overruled, and said it was Clerk Kenan’s 
duty to issue the writ of mandamus. 
He said the court never ordered the 
writ to issue as a court: that if a prop- 
er affidavit had been made that the clerk 
refused to issue the writ, he would not 
have hesitated to order the writ, as ‘he 
considered the decision of the majority 
of court the supreme law. He had made 
a dissenting opinion in the original case. 
He said Associate Justice Walter Clark 
was at the bottom of all the trouble for 
the past year; that Clark had gone to the 
state treasurer and told him if he paid 
White’s claim his bondsmen would be 
sued, and that the judges would be im- 
peached; that Clark persisted in writing 
political opinions as dissenting opinions, 
and also furnished much matter for the 
newspapers. He criticised Clark severe- 
ly for first getting him in the Hokeys- 
Henderson trgp four years ago, and said 
Clark afterwards, when the decisions 
struck members of his own party and 
helped the republicans, instead of ac- 
knowledging the error of the former de- 
cisions, began to attack the court for 
deciding the very way he had previously. 

Montgomery was more heated than 
either of the accused judges on the wit- 
ness stand, and received a rigid cross- 
examination, coming out of it considera- 
bly demoralized. In answer to questions 
of law put by Attorney C. B. Watson, 
he rebuked Watson twice for catechising 
‘a supreme court judge in the manner he 
did. 

The defense. had subpoenaed fifteen law- 
yers to give evidence as experts of law 
that the judges had not violated the 
constitution in issuing the mandamus on 
the state treasurer. The question of 
advisability of their evidence was argued 
at length by counsel on both sides. The 
president ruled the testimony incompe- 
tent. The defense did not appeal from 
the ruling, but closed their case. 

- The. prosecution offered to show the 
amount of special oyster fund in the 
the treasury at the time the warrant in 


Question was paid. Objection by defense 
was sustained. Tonight the court was in 
conference. Some persons think Judge 
Clark may be put on the witness stand.

The Lake County bank, Harry Smith's 
ry goods store, Peacock’s furniture store, 
a trtcher shop, two barber shops, two or 
three restaurants, J. R. George’s dry 
goods and clothing store, W. Campbell’s 
dry goods and cicthing store, Lemmon’s 
grocery, Harris groc2;y and Campbell's 
hotel were destroyed. Several other busi- 
mess houses and residents were consumed.

] peared from the hotel. Just how he passed 


the line of sentinels may never be ex- 
plained, but the next thing neard of him 
he was at the depot « mile away waltirg 
for the train. The sheriff hastened to the 
spot and under the authority of the board 
of health arrested the judge for “‘jump- 
ing’ quarantine. Then the sheriff having 
other business, left the judge in charge 
of a town marshal, The train came slong 
and when it left the marsnal was minus a 
prisoner. Judge Gary stepped aloard and 
has not been heard of since. The mer- 
shal was fined $5.00 for iettlag a prisoner 
escape.

Reliable Facts Regarding South 
Carolina Mills Being Acquired. 

Columbia, 8. C., March 2.--(Special.)— 
Up to this time the greatest difficulty has 
been experienced in obtaining reliable 
data about textile mills in this state. 
With the multiplying factories it was im- 
possible to keep track of them, and no- 
where was any record kept except of the 
capital of concerns chartered. The re- 
cent legislature gave the comptroller gen- 
eral power to collect all such statistics 
through the audttors, and he has just 
forwarded these officials his first circular 
of instructions. In a few months relia- 


ble information can be cotained. Hereto- 
fore published statements by tecstile jour- 
nals and others of South Carolina’s looms 
and spindles have been approximations. 
They have not known even the aumber of 
mills in the state.

Columbia, 8. C., March 2.—(Special.)— 
The action of the court in Spartanburg in 
annulling the marriage of Charles Dear- 
man and Ida Padgett will be questioned.

SEVENTEEN MIEN 


They Were in for Short Terms 
Without Having Been Tried 


LOCAL LAW MADE 10 SUIT 


Condition of Affairs Developed by 
Investigation Is Not Very Flat- 
tering, and May Lead to 
Further Unpileasant 
Complications. 


Birmingham, Ala., March 20.—Seventeen 
white men sent up from Butler county, 
Alabama, for terms ranging from sixty 
to ninety days for “riding trains,’’ were 
released from the Pratt mines today on 
pardons granted by Governor Samford, 
whose investigation into their cases de- 
veloped an unsavory state of affairs in 
the administration of justice in that 
county. 

A majority of the men were consigned 
to the mines without trial, being notified 
of their fate in their prisun ceils by the 
sheriff. 

Their sentences ranged from ten to 
thirty days, but were augmented by from 
sixty to ninety days additional for cests, 
which went into the pockets of the coun- 
ty officials in the shape of fees. 

Many of the men were never taken be- 
fore a judge and were compelled to lay 
in the county jail at Greenville for forty 
or fifty days. 

They were arrested under a local law 
making it a misdemeanor for a person to 
ride on a train in that county without 
first having secured a ticket or pass. 

The men, most of whom are members 
of trades unions and carry union cards, 
tell. harrowing tales of their treatment 
at the hands of the county officials and 
in the mines where they nave been for 
the past two weeks.

THE WEATHER IN 


Mississippi Bureau Shows the 
Changes During the Month. 
Jackson, Miss., March 20.—(Special.)— 
The Mississippi department of the weath- 
er bureau has just issued the summary 
of February weather. The month was 
characterized by a deficiency both in tem- 
perature and precipitation, more unusual 
than the record for this month in many 
years. The mean temperature for the 
state was 45.7 degrees, which is 0.5 degree 
more than the mean temperature for the 
same month of last year. The lowest 
mean temperature in Mississippi during 
a period of fourteen years was 36.3 de- 
grees in 1899. The highest temperature 
recorded during the month was 80 de- 
grees at Natchez, on the 18th, and the 
lowest 14 degrees at Saratoga, on the 
%th. The absolute range for the state 
was 66 degrees. The greatest daily « 

range was 43 degrees, at Saratoga. 

The average rainfall for the state in 
February was 4.37 inches, which is 2.51 
inches less than the average for the 
same month last year. The greatest 
amount recorded at any station was 8.24 
inches at Water Valley, and the lowest, 
1.65 inchest at Hernando. 

The number of days on which rain fell 
was eight, the number of clear days 
twelve, vartly cloudy days five and 
cloudy days eleven. 

The crop review for the month states 
that there was little or no farm work 
in the delta counties during the month, 
except the sowing of oats and planting 
of irish potatoes. In the northern: tier 
of counties a very large oat crop was 
sown, and farm work was well advanced 
during the month. In the middle coun- 
ties much of the ground was plowed, 
and considerable corn and cottan plant- 
ed. Farming operations in the southern 
counties were rather backward on ac- 
count of the wet weather. The snow- 
storm during the month caused the chief 
delay in planting.

POLICE BILL IS THE CAUSE 


Governor Says That He Is Not 
a Man of Clay, and He Will 
Not Stultify Himself To 
Please’ the VU. 5S. 
Senator. 


New York, March 20.—Governor Odell 

has positively and formally declined to 
sign any police bill, and repudiated the 
new bill drawn by Senator Platt and his 
friends, and said tonight that if the bili 
came to him he would veto it, even if it 
' ‘were made plain that it would be passed 
_ over his veto. 
Frank Platt, son of Senator Thomas C. 
Platt, arrived here tonight with the newly 
prepared bill... It provides for the rein- 
statement of the metropolitan police bill 
of 1857, but includes some territory con- 
‘ tiguous to New York city. It also pro- 
vides that, without disturbing the pres- 
ent conditions in New York city, the gov- 
-ernor should appoint a comisisoner whose 
rights to the office should be immediate- 
ly questioned in the courts and who in the 
interim should not interfere with the po- 
lice arrangements in New York city. If 
“the bill was declared unconstitutional, 
then the state should at once assume 
control of the police. 

Mr. Platt told the governor that the 
bill had been decided upon by those rep- 
resenting the republican organization, 
and that he desired a decision as to the 
goOvernor’s attitude on the measure. His 
suggestion was that the governor should 
send in a message suggesting the pas- 
sage of the measure. 

The governor replied that he could not 
see the reason for such legislation at 
this time. He had repudiated general 
legislation in his annual message and the 
party agreed with him. He had signed 
the New York city police bill and the 
party had agreed with him. Finally he 
said: 

“T will not send in a message urging 
guch a bill. If possible, I will remain 
on friendly terms with Senator Platt, but 
if such a bill comes to me I will veto it. 
If the legislature cares to take the re- 
sponsibility of passing the bill over my 


veto, very well, but I refuse to be a man 
of clay and I will not stultify myself.”

Werre Haute, Ind., March 20.—The Chi- 
ago and Florida special on the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinols railroad, which left 
Chicago at 11 o'clock this morning, while 
running at thirty miles an hour, ran into 
an open switch at the Sixth avenue cross- 
ing, in this Gity, at 3:40 o’clock this af- 
ternoon, derailing the engine and four of 
the six cars and killing the freman.

Maryland Election Bill Ready 
for Governor's Signature 


Snnemmenanenneeneeedl 


IGNORANCE 1S UNDER BAR 


Estimated That Fifty Thousand II- 
literates Are Disfranchised by 
Measure—Believed That Law 
Will Make Maryland 
Safely Democratic. 


Annapolis, Md, March 2.—The new 
é¢lection bill, having for its object the 
practical disfranchisement of most of the 
£0,00) illiterate voters of the state, passed 
the senate shortly after midday. It was 
immediately sent to the house, whore all 
the amendments made by the senate 
were concurred in, and the bill passed. It 
is now ready for the governor's signature. 

The final passage of the bill was mark- 
ed by the utter absence of anything of 
a@ sensational character. 

Dodson Denounces Law. 

In the senate tut one protest was en- 
tered, which came in the form of a speech 
from Senator Dodson, republican, who 
characterized the entire proceedings as a 
blot upon the fair name and honor of the 
state. The final vote was 11 to 14, a strict 
paity division. 

In a quarter of an hour ‘after passing 
the senate the bill was before the house, 
where its consideration was immediately 
begun. One by one the senate’s amend- 
ments were taken up and concurred in 
without division. Then it was put upon 
its final passage with no attempt at de- 
lay’ upon the part of the minority, except 
a motion to allow them one hour to con- 
sider the amendments. This was prompt- 
ty voted down, and the bill was passed 
by a vote of 8&8 to 28, the democrats hav- 
ing six votes more than the majority re- 
quired ty the constitution. Five demo- 
crats, Messrs. Buckey and Lamin, of 
Frederick, Keys of Cecil, Pattison of 
Dorchester and Garner of St. Mary’s, 
voted with the republicans. 

Most Important Change. 

The most important change in existing 
methods acccmplished by the enactment 
of the new law lies in depriving illiterate 
voters of the assistance of ballot clerks 
in preparing their ballots. Under the 
previous practice 
panied svtch voters into the booths and 
marked their ballots for them, or showed 
them how to do it. The democrats claim 
that this practice utterly destroyed the 
secrecy of the ballot, and made it possible 
for corruptionists to learn through signals 
from the ballot clerks whether bargains 
made with corrupt voters had been car- 
ried out. The arrangement of the names 
on the ballots has been altered so that 
the candidates for each office are grouped 
inetead of being arranged in groups ac- 
cording tc the party they represent. 
Party emblems are abolished and other 
changes made which make the new law 
very nearly similar t@ that in existence in 
Mursachusetts. 

Effect of the Law. 

The effect of the law is, ef course, large- 
ly a matter of conjecture, and one upcn 
which the party leaders widely differ. The 
democrats expect that it will disfranchise 
about 32,000 negroes and perhaps 16,900 
white voters who cannot read nor write. 
Of these, it is claimed, all the negrcees 
end about 8 per cent of the whites vote 
the republican ticket.

ARE BACKED BY CONGRESSMEN 


McKinley and War Department Of- 
ficlals Embarrassed — Negro 
Officers Unsatisfactory. 


| Washington, March 20.~—The president 


and the war department ere greatly em- 
barrassed at the pressure that is being 
brought to bear upon them for the ap- 
polntment of young colored men who 
have served in the volunteer army to be 
lieutenants in the regular army. Not 
only have several northern congressmen 
and a senator or two asked for such ap- 
pointments, but colored bishops and 
clergymen have appealed to the president 
in this regard. 

Experience has shown that no matter 
what the theories of equality may be, 
colored men as commissioned officers are 
not satisfactory. There are only four 
colored regiments in the regular army 
and their color causes friction. Every 
white officer would resent the appwoint- 
ment of colored men to commissioned 
rank, no matter how well educated or 
capable they might be. 


HANNA AND McKINLEY MEET. 


They Decide What To Do About Pol- 
itics in Ohio. 
Washington, March 20.—Senator Hanna, 
Representative Grosvenor and Represen- 
tative Dick, of Ohio, had a very extend- 
ed conference with the president. They 
were closeted with him for almost two 
hours. Senator Foraker called during 
the progress of the conference but re- 
mained only a short time. The im- 
portance of the consultation may be 
judged by the fact that Secretaries Root 
and Gage, who had business with the 
president, after waiting for some time, 


returned to their respective departments. 


The consultation between the Ohio re- 


publican leaders and the president covered 


quite a number of questions, national as 
well as state, but were largely confined, 
it is understood, to the political situation 
in Ohio. 

It was decided that Governor Nash and 
most of the present Ohio state ticket 
should be renominated this fall; also 
that Senator Foraker should be indorsad 
by the state convention for re-election. 


TO ERADICATE YELLOW FEVER. 


International Congress To Be Held 
To Consider Question. 
Washington, Mafch 20.—Quite an ex- 
tensive project is likely take form in a 
few days for an international congress of 
representative scientists, sanitarians and 
doctors of the United States, Central 
and South America for the purpose of 
considering plans for the eradication of 
yellow fever, not so much by cure as by 

prevention. 

The plan took form recently at the 
medical congress at Havana, when the 
Argentine minister at Washington,; Dr. 
Wilde, suggested an international con- 
gress of this character. As part of the 
project, he proposed the raising of a 
common fund, to be assigned to various 
localities, to carry on the work of sani- 
tation, which is said to insure the erad- 
ication of this disease. The medical con- 
gress by unanimous voice approved Dr. 
Wilde’s plan, and now steps are being 
taken for a practical realization of the 
proposed congress. The invitations will 
be issued from Havana.

FROM A BRIDGE 


Negro lynched at Terry, Miss, 
for Attempted Assault 


HIS ACCOMPLICE ESCAPED 


Fought His Way Through Lynchors 
and Fled in Darkness—Negro 
Who Was Hanged Entered 
Room of a Young 
White Woman. 


Terry, Miss., March 2.—This morning 
about 4 o’clock a negro man named Jody 
Bell was discovered in the room of a 
young lady who is visiting the family of 
Mr. R. C. Terry, of this place. The negro 
was a trifling character about twenty-five 
years old. 

His object was robbery, as well as as- 
sault. The young lady retired wearing 
several diamond rings. The negro, who 
did odd jobs about the place, noticed 
them and no doubt was influenced by 
them in his attempt to commit the crime, 
in which he falled. 


The alarm was immediately given and 


a hunt begun for the negro. He was 
finally found and arrested at Bryan, 
Miss., seven miles north of Terry, brought 
back on the evening train, taken before 
the mayor, tried and bound over to the 
circuit court. He was placed in jail and 
it was intended to take him to Jackson 
tomorrow for safekeeping. 

The citizens of this plate knew what 
that meant, and tonight, from miles 
around, the country people rode in quiet- 
ly to hold a court to be presided over by 
Judge Lynch. A posse formed promptly 


}at 9 p. m., took the negro to the iron 


bridge a mile north of the place, where 
he was hanged, and at 10 p. m. was still 
hanging. 

Later developments, it seems, impli- 
cated another negro, Charles Hollings- 
worth by name, and he was also arrest- 
ed and placed in jail. The mob meant to 
hang him at the same time and place 
with Bell, but he fought his way through 
the small army of men and, although 
fifty shots were fired at him, he escaped 
in the darkness. It is generally thought 
he will be found in the morning riddled 
with bullets. 

The mob was very orderly and quiet, 
all the men returning to their homes, 
trusting that their action in the matter 
will prove a lesson long to be remem- 
bered by the negroes of this community. 

Before Bell was hanged he was asked 
if he had anything to say and he con- 
fessed everything.

Efforts of United States To Get Pow- 
ats To Moderate Their Demands 
Have Proved Futile—China 
Can’t Pay Sum De- 
manded.

Washington, March 20.—Another com- 
munication was received today from Spe- 
cial Commissioner Rockhill touching the 
complications that have resulted at Pe- 
kin from the efforts of the various powers 
to reach a_uniform basis for their indem- 
nity claims, but there is nothing to indi- 
cate that an agreement is any nearer than 
it was when this subject was first taken 
up by the ministers. although the state 
department is more than ever convinced 
that- its suggestion looking to the iefer- 
efice of the entire subject of :ndemnities 
to The Hague commission is the true so- 
lution of the difficulty, that proposition 
having been definitely rejected early in 
the negotiations, it is now before the 
ministers. 

It is stated that the sum total of the 
indemnities claimed by all nations, cannot 
be calculated at this moment, because of 
the lack of agreement among the pcwers 
On the véry basis of settlement. But as- 
suming that the other powers are willing 
to accept the scheme of adjustment pro- 
posed by the United states, allowing 2 
certain amount for cach missionary killed 
or injured, and another allowance for 
property destroyed, the sum total of the 
claim would be considerably less than 
economical administration, with crder 
completely restored, and with free access 
to the interior of China, the Chinese reve- 
nues would be able to meet this charge 
against them within reasonable time. 

But it appears almost hopeless now to 
expect the other powers to accept the 
same basis of compensation that wculd 
satisfy the United States government, Not 
only is there a vast difference in the scale 
of the demands based on military expen- 
ditures, but there also is a very radical 
difference of opinion as to the treatment 
of the native Christians who have suf- 
fered in person and property by the box- 
ers, and it is believed that if this element 
is to be treated with the liberality pro- 
posed by some of the European naticns, 
the indemnities claimed will be nearly 
$500,000,000 in the aggregate, an’ amount 
it is declared, quite beyond the ability of 
China to meet. 
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CHAMBERLAINS ARE IN COURT 


They Are Suing London Newspapers 
for Alleged Libel. 


London, March 20.—The libel actions 
brought against The Star and Morning 
Leader by Arthur Chamberlain, brother 
of Joseph. Chamberlain, and Neville 
Chamberlain, a son of Arthur Chamber- 
lain, in connection with war office con- 
tracts, was begun today in the king’s 
bench court. The plaintiffs claimed dam- 
ages for serious attacks on their commer- 
cial integrity, including the statement 
that they have stooped to improper means 
in order to obtain contracts against the 
interests of the public service. The de- 
fendants pleaded that their articles did 
not libel the plaintiffs and were fair com- 
ment on matters of public interest. 

After Arthur Chamberlain had categort- 
cally denied the statements of the de- 
fendants, especially as regards the sug- 
gestion that the Chamberlains used their 
connection with the ministry to make 
money on the stock exchange, the hearing 
was adjourned.

Chicago School Teachers After 
Board of Equalization, 


CORPORATIONS IN THE CASE 


Alieged That Public Utility Com- 
panies Only Pay Taxes on 
$12,000,000, When Value 
of Property Is About 
$238,000,008. 


Springfield, Ill., March 20,—The Chicago 
school] teachers’ fight with the state bourd 
of equalization began today with the pre- 
sentation of the petition in the name of 
the state’s attorney of Sangamon county 
for a writ of mandamus to compel the 
state board to revise its figures on the 
properties of the various corporations 
which, the school teachers allege, are not 
paying their fair share of taxes. The first 
day’s proceedings resulted in a victory for 
the school teachers in that Judge Thomp- 
son overruled a motion to dismiss the pe- 
tition and ordered the trfal to proceed to- 
morrow on the issue raised by the school 
teachers. 

The corporations involved are the Peo- 
ple’s Gas Light and Coke Company, the 
Chicago Edison Company, the South Chi- 
cago City railway, the Chicago Telephone 
Company, the Chicago Traction Company 
and the Chicago City Railway Company. 
’ Attorney Greenacre, appearing for the 
teachers, charged that whereas the board 
of equalization had assessed the proper- 
ties of these corporations at something 
like $12,000,000, their real and fair value 
was about $238,000,000. He charged that 
the board had signally failed to do its 
duty and urged that the state officials he 
compelled by mandamus to correct the 
evils of which the petitioners complained. 

John 8S. Miller, attorney for the board, 
immediately moved to dismiss the peti- 
tion. He based his motion principally 
upon the fact that the assessment com- 
plained of has been completed, certified, 
carried out upon the tax books and that, 
to a large extent, the taxes have been col- 
lected. He held that it was too late now 
for the court to interfere. At the conclu- 
sion of the arguments, Judge Thompson 
promptly overruled the motion to dismiss 
and ordered the hearing to proceed tomor- 
row.

UPON STRIKERS 


Warlite Scenes Are Enacted in 
Streets of Marseilles, 


STRIKERS HURLED STONE 


One Officer Is Knocked from His 
Horse and Trampled Upon. 
The People of the City in 


Panic — Women and 
Babes in Riot. 


Marseilles, March 20.—The situation here 
is very disquieting, owing to the increas- 
ingly aggressive attitude of the strikers. 
During the disorders today the panic 
spreadto the townspeople, and stores, res- 
taurants and cafes were hurriedly closed. 
The Rue de la Cannebiere and the other 
leading thoroughfares of the city were 
deserted. It was feared that the mob, 
which was charged by mounted gendarmes 
and hussars, would attenspt to pillage. 

A crowd numbering 2,000 burst through 
a cordon of infantry along the dock side. 
The cavalry charged and drove the strik- 
ers back. A volley of stones was then 
thrown in all directions and a brigadier, 
two gendarmes, a hussar and several in- 
fantrymen were injured. One gendarme 
was stunned, thrown from his horse and 
trampled upon by the cavalry. He was 
removed to a hospital, where he lies in 
a critical condition. The soldiers were 
greatly exasperated, but their officers suc- 
ceeded in controlling them. 

The strikers are irritated at the refusal 
of the premier, M. Waldeck-Rousseau, to 
receive the socialist mayor of Marseilles, 
M. Flassieres, who sought to obtain gOv- 
ernment pressure to force the masters to 
negotiate, the masters having declined to 
do so on the ground that the strike was 


unjustifiable and a breach of a previous 
agreement. 

M. Flassieres threatened that the so- 
cialists will make reprisals for this insult 
from the government, and he points out 
that he stood aloof from the pro-Kruger 
demonstration at a moment when, as he 
puts it, by entering Mr. Kruger’s carriage 
he might have won a popular triumph. 

Two hundred women, several babes in 
arms, took part in today’s demonstration 
in spite of the rain. With the exception 
of the socialist organs the press shows 
little sympathy with the strikers. The 
public generally recognizes that the strike 
has already done an immense amount of 
injury and may completely ruin the port. 

The government is in an extremely em- 
barrassing position, especially M. Mille- 
rand, the minister of commerce, as the 
socialists demand that the government 
should intervene in favor of the strikers 
and are disgruntled at the employment of 
troops. On ¢he other hand, the govern- 
ment is urged to take vigorous measures 
to secure the freedom of labor, especially 
in view of the fact that the foreign ele- 
ment, chiefly Italian, which preponderates 
among the striking dock laborers, is ut- 
terly indifferent to the fate of Marseilles. 

There were further collisions between 
the strikers and the gendarmes and hus- 
sars at nightfall near Fort St. James.

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POISON IN BOTTLE OF WHISKY. 


Mrs. Kent Arrested for Sending 
Husband Poisoned Beverage. 
San Francisco, March 4.—Mrs. George 
F. Kent, wife of a longshoreman, has 
been arrested on suspicion of having sent 
to her husband, through the mails, a bot- 
tle of whisky which, on examination, was 
found to contain large quantity of ar- 
senic. The couple had separated. The 
package containing the poisonous liquid 
was held by the postal officials because of 
the rules forbidding the ‘nailing of liq- 
uids. Kent was notified, and when he 
called at the postoffice the bottle was 
opened with the result that detectives 
soon afterward arrested Mrs. Kent. She 

denies any knowledge of the matter. 


SHE DROWNED HER DAUGHTER

Carnegie’s remarks during the last few 
months, I know that he is contemplating 
doing sométhing handsome for that city. 

“You are safe in saying that very soon 
a gift of $5,000,000 from Mr. Carnegie to 
some American city will be announced; 
that the money its to be used for building 
libraries and that the city will probably 
be Philadelphia. 

“Mr. Carnegie has had a great deal of 
business with Philadelphia and he enter- 
tains the kindliest feeling for the people 
of tnat city.’ 


Beggars Wait for Carnegia - 
Southampton, March 20.—The arrival 
here of Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Carnegie, 
who sailed from New York on the Amer- 
ican line steamer St. Louis, March 13th, 
is awaited by delegations from various 
eleemosynary institutions, who want 
checks.

Look Ahead! Not Backward. 

Certain newspapers continue to call 
for the reorganization of the demo-

For the most part the newspapers 
which advocate this plan of adding to 
the party by subtracting from it were 
virulent in their opposition to the can- 
didates of the party in 1896 and scarce- 
ly less, pronounced in their opposition 
in 1900, though this opposition was in 
s0me instances veiled by a sort of half- 
hearted support. It might be natural 
for democrats under the circumstances 
to decline all overtures of advice from 
Such sources, but in the desire of all 
true democrats to “get together’ all 
reasonable suggestions from _ such 
sources have been taken at their face 
value. The democrats who made the 
platforms of 1896 and 1900, who named 
the party candidates and who are in 
undoubted control of the party organi- 
zation have manifested no tendency to- 
ward the proscription of those who dif- 
fered from thein, even when they went 
80 far as to bolt the democratic nom- 
inations. 

It seems a little strange, therefore, 
that suggestions of proscription should 
be advanced under the guise of friend- 
ly advice for the upbuilding of the 
party by those whose sincerity is, rath- 
er naturally, under suspicion. The

Such suggestions: ought to serve to 
indicate the folly of any proscriptive 
policy. There is no need of indulgence 
in the wholesale consumption of crow.

The only result of a resort to the 
cry of “Bryanism” in which The Chat- 
tanooga Times indulges, for instance, 
is to revive the recollection in the 
democratic heart that the- troubles 
which have come to the party are not 
in any possible sense to be laid at the 
door of Mr. Bryan. Al] of the internal 
troubles that have befallen the party 
date back to the time when Mr, Cleve- 
land, having ‘been elected to the pres- 
idency for his second term, deliberate- 
ly turned his back upon his party and 
its principles.

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Myr. Emory’s Mistake. 

The criticisms being hurled at the 
state department for its alleged recog- 
nition of the Orange Free State and 
South African Republic as colonies of 
Great Britain seems to be a veritable 
tempest in a teapot. 

There has been no such recognition. 
True, Mr. Emory, in getting out one 
of his commercia) bulletins, stated in 
@ marginal note that these two coun- 
tries have been annexed by Great Brit- 
ain, but this cannot be construed into 
anything more than Mr. Emory’s fail- 
ure to be familiar with the official 
status of things. 

Great Britain contends that she has 
annexed these countries, and the physi- 
cal facts seem to indicate that she has; 
she has practically destroyed the gov- 
ernments that have existed there and 
is trying to hold what she has taken. 
But there hag been no recognition by 
the other nations, nor has Great Brit- 
ain as yet asked such recognition. 

Mr. Hay, when the reference made 
by Mr. Emory in his commercial bul- 
letin was brought to his attention, 
stateq that there has been no recogni- 
tion by this government of Great Brit- 
ain’s annexation, and the American 
consuls are accredited to the South Af- 
rican Republic and Orange Free State 
as they have been in the past. 


Alcoholism on the Decline. 

Whether as the result of the aggres- 
sive crusade waged against the liquor 
traffic by the advocates of temperance 
reform or because of other agencies 
which have been quietly at work, it is 
interesting to note that the use of in- 
toxicating liquors in this country is for 
the time being, at least. perceptibly 
on the decline. 

However, in order to realize the ex- 
tent of this improvement in our na- 
tional status with reference to the 
drink habit, it is necessary to go be- 
hind the superficial indications. On 
the surface the figures show an in- 
crease in the aggregate amount of in- 
toxicating liquors consumed in the 
United States during the twenty years 
ending December 31, 1900, but the in- 
crease is comparatively small and 
scarcely equal to the increase in popu- 
lation. So when the growth of the 
country is taken fnto account it will be 
found that the increase is considerably 
short of what it might be if the rate of 
consumption which, existed twenty 
years ago had been continuous. In 
other words, while the aggregate 
amount of intoxicating liquors con- 
sumed in the United States today is 
greater than it was twenty years ago, 
the per capita is probably much less. 
This showing will cause the friends of 
temperance reform to take fresh cour- 


age.

AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


There is going to be a contest over the 
county school ship of Dodge 
county which the state board of educa- 
tion will, in all probability, have to set- 
tle. M. L. Birch was elected a day or two 
ago by the county board of education to 
succeed J. Bishop, Sr., whose term had 
expired. The latter was a candidate for 
re-election and R. B. Calhoun was also 
seeking the position. The contest comes 
from Mr. Calhoun. The applicants for 
school commissioner have to stand an 
examination and Calhoun claims that he 
should have been chosen, as he made 
the highest averadge, while Birch made 
the lowest. The law, however, leaves the 
county boards somewhat of a loophole 
in that it says the board may consider 
moral and business qualifications and 
general availability. Another ground of 
the contest is that the successful ap- 
plicant made less than 75 per cent in 
his examination, that percentage being 
fixed as a minimum by the state board 
of education. , Again the board may state 
that by considering ‘moral and business 
qualifications and general availability,’ 
Birch’s average was brought up to and 
above the 75 per cent required. The con- 
test will bring up some interesting ques- 
tions in which county school commis- 
sioners all over the state will be deeply 
interested. 


W. F. Fiske, Georgia’s assistant state 
entomologist, recently elected, has ar- 
rived in the city and reported for duty 
to State Entomologist Scott. Mr. Fiske 
comes from Durham, Vt., and brings the 
highest recommendations as an entomolo- 
gist. He will have no special work at 
present, but will be assigned to general 
duties in connection with the department 
of entomology. It is the intention of the 
state entomologist to have his assistant 
in the field most of the time, and he 
will take him over the state within a few 
days, visiting particularly the fruit-grow- 
ing sections, where his services will be 
most needed. 
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“This promises to be the heaviest fer- 
tilizer year known In the history of the 
department,” said one of the officials con- 
nected with the department of agricul- 
ture yesterday. “It is impossible to get 
at the figures yet, as none of the addi- 
tions have been made, but there is every 
indication that the sales will surpass 
those of any other year since the depart- 
ment was created.” 

This statement is exactly in line with 
the reports from the manufacturers of 
fertilizers, who state that they are sell- 
ing this year nearly double the amount 
of fertilizers that they sold last year. 
The stuff is being well distributed 
throughout the state and throughout the 
south, and many think the prospect for 
high priced cotton another year is be- 
ginning to look exceedingly gloomy. 


Former Chief Justice Logan E. Bleckley 
was in the city yesterday, and, as usual, 
was an interested and an interesting vis- 
itor at the supreme court. Whenever the 
judges of the supreme court are deliberat- 
ing over a particularly knotty problem 
and Judge Bleckley is present they are 
always glad to have his opinion, and they 
always ask it. It is said on a recent 
visit of Judge Bleckley several of the 
judges of the supreme court _ were debat- 
ing a rather difficult case. hey were in 
a quandary and as usual they put it be- 
fore Judge Bleckley and asked what he 
thought about it. The former chief jus- 
tice went carefully over the case, and 
when ready to give his opinion, said: 

“This is one of that sort of cases in 
which, no matter how you decide it, your 
decision will be wrong.’’ 

And it is not infrequently the case thar 
supreme courts come across this class of 
cases. No matter in which way they are 


decided there are some excellent points 
to be made on the other side. 


“We are still, working on the question 
of a manufactory of some sort for the 
state farm at Milledgeville,”” said General 
Clement A. Evans yesterday. ‘The prison 
commission is pursuing the investigation 
of hollow ware which is manufactured at 
five state penitentiaries, and these states 
have a sort of trust in the output. They 
ship many carloads of it into Georgia 
every year. There is no reason why we 
should not establish such a plant, vro- 
vided we can be assured that it will pay. 
Before taking this step, however, the 
commission intends to be reasonably cer- 
tain that the adventure will be a profita- 
ble one.”’

COLONEL BUCK’S CHANGE 


Washington, March 20.—(Special.)—The 
announcement that Colonel Buck, the re- 
publican leader of Georgia, will be re- 
called from his post as minister to Ja- 
pan and assigned to some other federal 
office has caused a flutter of excitement 
among republican office holders in nearly 
all of the southern states. Reports have 
been in circulation for some time past 
to the effect that many of the men who 
are now holding presidential commissions 
in Georgia, South Carolina, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and other southern 
states will give way to more favored 
members of that body when their present 
terms expire. Of course, all of the in- 
cumbents expect to be re-appointed, and 
they claim that as the administration of 
President McKinley was indorsed at the 
polls last November, they, as a part of 
that administration, are entitled to their 
reward. There are others, however, who 
were overlooked in the distribution of 
spoils four years ago, and they are put- 
ting up a pretty stiff demand for ‘‘meéal 
tickets at the political pie counter.’’ The 
latter class of patriots assert that those 
men who have enjoyed snug berths for 
the past four years should be willing to 
stand aside and give some of the other 
fellows a chance. Such a proposition 
may sound very well in theory, but it 
does not work out well in practice. 

Judson Lyons, register of the treasury, 
who is supposed to be pretty well in- 
formed on southern politics from a re- 
publican point of view, says he does 
not look for a general shaking up of the 
federal offices in the south. He was in 
consultation with many of the party 
leaders from the south who were in 
Washington during the inauguration pe- 
riod, and the general opinion seemed to 
be that the administration ,does not con- 
template a new deal of federal appoint- 
ments in the south. There may be some 
changes occasioned by resignation, trans- 
’ fers or a desire to improve the public ser- 
Vice, but as a general rule all the men 
now in office are justified in the hope and 
expectation that they will be retained. 
So far as the appointments in Georgia are 
concerned, Lyons says no complaint can 
be made against the incumbents on the 
plea of inefficiency. In almost .every

case the appointees have discharged their 
duties effectively and to the entire satis- 
faction of their superiors. 

There is a revival of the agitation for 
& clean sweep by what is known as the 
“lily white’ faction, an organization 
which has more shadow than substance 
to it. According to Lyons the lily whites 
come to the surface whenever there fs a 
public office in sight and make a great 
deal of noise and confusion for the time 
being. When you undertake to line them 
up and count noses their ranks dwindle 
into insignificant numbers. The presi- 


dent and his advisors have been fully in-~ 


formed as to the power and influence of 
the lily whites, so that if a géneral shak- 
ing up should occur, it is hardly probable 
that they will cut much figure in the 
transaction when the redistribution of 
patronage takes place. The views enter- 
tained by Lyons on this subject are 
shared by other members of the repub- 
lican organization in the south who are 
now in Washington looking after their 
own interests.

TO NVESTICATE. 
CONVICT CAMPS 


Prison Commission To Look nto 
Misdemeanor Abuses, 


V—_—_—_—_—_—————— 


TWO FLAGRANT INSTANCES 


Negroes Unlawfully Deprived of 
Liberty and Made To Work as 
Convicts—How a White 
Man Got Out of Payirg 
Fine of $1,000. 


There is little doubt that another in- 
vestigation of misdemeanor convict camps 
will be instituted as soon ag the prison 
commission is in session ugain, 

Instances showing mismanagement and 
ruthless disfegard for law on the part of 
these camps are constantly being brought 
to the attention of the governor and the 
members of the commission. Governor 
Candler will have at least two cases to 
lay before the commission when it meets 
the latter part of this week or the first of 


next. 

The most recent instance comes in the 
shape of a complaint and considerable in- 
formation with regard to a misdemeanor 
camp in the northeastern part of the 
state. A negro stole sorne seed cotton 
valued at $1.50. He went to South Caro- 
lina shortly afterwards and Made a con- 
tract for a year with the gentleman who 
writes the governor. A requisition was 
secured and the negro was brought back 
to Georgia. He was promised he would 
npt be prosecuted if he would confess. He 
did so and was, placed in jail, 

Within a day or two the negro was 
taken from the jail by the whipping boss 
of the camp in question and carried to 
the camp and put to work with convicts, 
though he had never been given a trial, 
nor had he been before any court. The 
South Carolina man came to Georgia and 
instituted habeas corpus proceedings in 
the negro’s behalf. Then the negro was 
taken before @ county cvuwrt, tried and 
sentenced to serve twelve months or to 
pay fine and costs amounting to °$8. The 
amount was paid by the South Carolinian, 
who took the negro back to his place. The 
judge, he states, took no action whatever 
with regard to the unlawful detention of 
the negro by the proprietors of the camp: 

Governor Candler will lay this case be- 
fore the prison commission and it will 
probably result in an extended investiga- 
tion. It is said that many other abuses 
have occurred at the same camp. The 
prison commission has the power to abol- 
ish the camp if it sees fit to do so. 

A Case from Bryan County. 

One of the most flagrant cases, ap- 
parently, comes from Bryan county. So- 
licitor Genera] Livingston Kenan, of the 
Atlantic cirouit, in which Bryan county 
is located, was in Atlanta a-day or two 
ago to lay this case before the attorney 
general and the governor. 

It appears’ that a white man naméd 
Warnell was convicted in the superlor 
court of Bryan county of an aggravated 
assault and battery, he having attacked 
a bailiff whe had a prisoner and taken 
the prisoner away from him. Judge Sea- 
brook sentenced the defendant to pay a 
fine of $1,000. or serve twelve months on 
the chaingang. The man declined to pay 
the fine and it was supposed that he 
would work out the sentence. 

Bryan county leases her misdemeanor 
convicts to parties in Decatur county at 
something like $100 a head. This is said 
to have been the amount paid for War- 
nell for a year. Warnell went to Deca- 
tur county, but he did not stay there 
long, nor did he do any work with the 
convicts. He is now back in Bryan coun- 
ty working at his turpentine still ag be- 
fore. It is stated that he paid the par- 
ties to whom he had been turned over by 
the county $100 for his release, thereby 
Saving $900, as he had been fined $1,000. 
Warnell is reported to have considerable 
property. 

Solicitor General Kenan was very much 
put out over the matter and he insists on 
having itt investigated. The prison com- 
mission will also take this matter up and 
look into the conduct of the Decatur 
county camp. 

It is stated that the county authorities 
can again take charge of Warnell and 
see to it that he pays the fine imposed or 
serve out the sentence as directed by the 
court. This, however, has not vet been 
done, 

The foregoing are two of the recent in- 
stances that have been brought to the at- 
tention of the authorities. It is said ne- 
groes are illegally deprived of their liber- 
ty in many instances and made to work 
as convicts. They are picked up on all 
sorts of pretexts and compelled to work 
in the misdemeanor camps on the threat 
that if they do not they will be prose- 
cuted and perhaps sent up for a long 
term of years. 

In addition to the Investigation which 
it is proposed to institute at once the 
governor will probably send a special) 
message On the subject to the legislature 
at its next session.

SUSPECTS FINED 
AND TOLD T0 LEAYE 


Recorder Broyles Outlaws Yarilla and 
Drew. 


HEAVY FINES ARE IMPOSED) 


Atlanta Has No Room for Loiterers, 
Declares the Judge. 


BOTH MEN ARE WELD TEMPORARLIY 


Varilla Is Fined $70 and Drew $235. 
Arrested on Suspicion of Pick- 
ing Pockets. 


Heavy fines were imposed on the two 
suspects arrested Tuesday night by the 
detectives who were investigating the re- 
cent cases of pocket picking in the city. 

Recorder Broyles said that while there 
was no evidence to prove that the two 
prisoners had been guilty of picking 
pockets, yet they were in town ‘loafing 
about with no employment and Atlanta 
had no room for such characters. 

The prisoners, who gave their names as 
Paul Drew and H. Walton Varilla, were 
arraigned in the police court yesterday 
afternoon on.the charge of idling and 
loitering. Varilla was fined {$50.75 and 
Drew $25.75. They were held over at the 
police barracks twenty-four hours in 
order to give them time to raise the 
amount of the fines, 

As stated in yesterday's Constitution, 
Varilla, who also goes by the name of 
Walton, was partially identified by Dr. 
H. G. Hanchett, whose pocket was picked 
of $200 Tuesday morning on a trolley Gar. 
While the doctor would not swear that 
Varilla was the man, yet he said he firm- 
ly believed he was. 

Dr. Hanchett had to leave the city yes- 
terday morning, as he is on a lecturing 
tour, and could not appear as a witness 
in the recorder’s court. This left the de- 
tectives at a loss how to proceed, but 
they finally decided to enter city cases on 
the charge of idling and loitering. 

The prisoners were represented by coun- 
sel and they both stated they were paper 
hangers by trade and came from Louis- 
ville to get work. 

Varilla has been in Atlanta a month 
and Drew three weeks. Duri:¢ that time 
they have not done any work. Varilla 
told the recorder that his father sent him 
money and he gave a part of it to his 
friend Drew. 

‘There ie no room in Atlanta for such 
people as you two,”’ said Recorder Broyles 
to the prisoners, ‘‘and I will impose heavy 
fines, with the understanding that as 
soon as the fines are paid you both leave 
the city. If you do not leave, you will 
be arrested again and given the full limit 
of the law. There is no positive evidence 
to show that you had anything to do with 
the pocket picking, but the coincidence of 
your presence in Atlanta and the stealing 
is remarkable, so remarkable, in fact, 
that I feel justified in fining Varilla $50 
and Drew $25. I make Varilla’s fine the 
largest because Dr. Hanchett believed he 
was one of the thieves.” 

The men were held over and will re- 
main at the police barracks twenty-four 
hours, as they stated they could tele- 
graph home for the money to pay the 
fines. ‘ 

The police are looking for other such 
loafers and if they are found they will be 
arrested and carried before the recorder. 


DISTILLER PAYS FOR LIBERTY 


$1,000 Is What It Cost W. E. Cook, 
of Red Oak, To Tamper with 
Uncle Sam. 

W. E. Cook, of Red Oak, charged with 
removing brandy from his registered dis- 
tillery without payisg the revenue tax 
and making false reports, offered to pay 
$1,000 in settlement of all criminal Ma- 
bility. which was accepted by Judge 
Newman, of the United States court, 
pending the consideration of the offer by 
the commissioner of internal revenue at 
The $1,000 was deposited 
with the revenue collector,.and Cook was 
released.

Dr. Holderby was very favorably im- 
pressed with the attitude of the chief and 
he offered him the assistance and co- 
operation of the ministers. The chief 
stated to Dr. Holderby that the report 
had gone out that he was in ledgue with 
the ministers. “I am in good company, 
however,’’ commented the chief. 


JEROME JONES SPEAKS 
TO TEXAS LAWMAKERS 


Jerome Jones, of this city, who is now 
in Texas representing the cause of or- 
ganized labor before the Texas legisla- 
ture, writes interestingly of the session 
which is now drawing to a close. Recent- 
ly Jerome Jones was accorded a hearing 
by the Texas house of representatives, 
and his speech made a fine impression on 
his audience. 

Jerome Jones writes of the Texas situ- 
ation in the following interesting vein: 

Austin, Tex., March 17.—Thanks to let- 
ters from Governor Allen D. Candler and 
Clark Howell, my reception with the pub- 
lic men here has been most‘ cordial. 
Governor Sayers always finds time to en- 
gage in a friendly chat. 

It is probable that the Texas legisla- 
ture will adjourn about Aopril 6th, but will 
reconvene one month later, and will then 
hold another thirty days—for an extra 
+ession the 1aw allows only thirty days. 

If it is found that the volume of busi- 
ness'on hand will got admit of an ad- 
journment on April 5th, so that the busi- 
ness of the session can be wound up in 
thirty days, then they will not adjourn 
until May, take the thirty days neces- 
ssry and assemble in June. 

The itndi¢ations are that the session will 
holdover until July. 

The members seem not unfriendly to 
abor legislation. Of course, after ad- 
p enditon. it is rot likely the statutes 
will be burdened with labor laws, but 
some labor legislation Texas will get 
that Georgia has not yet secured. 

The eight-hour bill will pass if the wise 
ones are to be believed; the label printing 
pill also, and the compulsory arbitratio 
bill will surely be defeated. ‘

Will Be Selected for Southern Edu- 
cational Association. 


THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


President Glenn Says He Would 
Like To See the Convention 
Byought to Atlanta. 


State School Commissioner G. R. Glenn, 
who is president of the Southern Educa- 
tional Association, will go to Chattanooga 
on March 28th for the purpose of meeting 
the other members of the executive com- 
mittee of the association and deciding on 
the place for the next meeting of the as- 
saciation. 

President Glenn says he would like to 
see the convention brought to Atlanta, 
but so far the Gate City has made no bid 
for it. The executive committee which 
decides on the place of meeting generally 
selects that place which offers the best 
inducements in the way of accommoda- 
tions, including a commodious auditorium 
for the useof the hssociation and the 
lowest hotel rates. 

“There are between 500 ahd 600 teachers 
lin attendance on these conventions,” 
Professor Glenn said yesterday, “‘and the 
convention remains in session for at least 
four days: It can be seen therefore that 
it is a valuable aggregation for any city. 
It is of benefit to it in more ways than 
one. I would like to see this and other 
conventions brought here if the accom- 
modations could be provided for them. 
Atlanta lacks an auditorium for such 
purposes and I know of no building in the 
city that could be used for such purposes 
unless it is the Grand opera house, There 
is no telling what great advantage an 
auditorium and also a large hotel would 
be to the city. I believe many important 
conventions could be brought here every 
year with these advantages, which now 
have to go elsewhere.’’ 

There are at present four cities bidding 
for the Southern Educational convention. 
They are Chattanooga, Knoxville, Ashe- 
ville and Columbia, 8S. C. Chattanooga is 
said to ba making a strong pull for it, 
and the fact that the executive commit- 
tee is to meet. thereé:may be considered 
significant. The convention will be held 
during the week in~ December following 
Christmas.

New York, March 20.—The 
match between the trotters, The Abbott 
and Boralma, is off. Up to a few minutes 
before noon today everything looked 
promising for a meeting Between these 
equine wonders, but the question of the 
number of heats proved to be a stum- 
bling block and the match was declared 
off. 

William J. Marks, representing Fire 
Commissioner John J. Scannell, owner of 
The Abbott, and J. J. Roach, representing 
Thomas W. Lawson, of Boston, who owns 
Boralma, met at a newspaper office in 
Park Row today for the purpose of 
clinching a match between the trotters. 
Each of the representatives produced 
certified checks for $10,000 to bind a 
match. Mr. Scannell’s representative 
agreed to everything that the Boston 
man suggested except as to the number 
‘of heats which should decide the matcit. 
He said Mr. Scannell was perfectly satis- 
fied to have the match take place on any 
recognized trotting track suggested by 
Mr. Lawson. He also agreed that each 
side should post $25,000—$10,000 down and 
the remainder to be posted the night 
prior to the day of the race. Then came 
the question of how many heats should 
be trotted. Lawson's man insisted op 
four out of seven heats. Marks, on be- 
half of Scannell, would not agree to this 
and said that three out of five should 
suffice and that the owner of The Abbott 
would not listen to any other conditions. 
Both men put their checks back in their 
pockets and said there was no use in

WILL BUILD FINE STORE.

ORDINANCE IS ON TABLE

The aldermanic board will meet in reg- 
ular session this afternoon at 3 o’clock in 
the council chamber.

On two previous occasions the 
franchise was tabled, the applicants for 
the grant making no objection to the ordil- 
nance taking that course. 

Two weeks ago at the meeting of the 
aldermanic boand Joel Hurt and Captain 
Clifford L. Anderson appeared before the 
board and explained why no objection had 
been made to the delay of action on the 
paper. It was stated that men in the 

north who were financially interested in 
the proposed electric Hght plant were not 
sure in their own minds that they could 
accept the franchise with the amend- 
ments proposed. . 

Captain Anderson, as the attorney to 
whom the matter had been referred, said 
there was an important legal aspect to 
the case, and that he had been asked by 
those interested to look into the matter 
as carefully as possible. This work, he 
stated, would doubtless require some time 
and for that reason the parties interested 

’. were In no great hurry for final action to 
be taken on the measure. 

At the same meeting two weeks ago 
meéntion was made by members of the 
board .concerning the rumors that a con- 
solidation of interests of the two electric 
rallway companies was contemplated. 
Both Alderman Harvey Johnson and Al- 
’ derman LaHatte stated in no uncertain 
terms that they would fight any effort at

Sub-Committee Teday Will Visit Sub- 
urban Districts 


TO SEE LAY OF THE LAND 


Various Sections Will Be Considered 
by Committee’s Members. 


MAY RECOMMEND AN EXTENSION 


If So, Meeting Will Be Held So That 
District Desidents Can Be 
Heard Regarding Matter.

The first real work looking to the redis« 
tricting of Atlanta will begin this morn- 
ing when the sub-committee recently an- 
pointed to investigate this particular mat- 
ter will make a tour of inspection of the 
various sections of the city to ascertain 
if it would be desirable to extend the 


city limits so as to take in several flour- 
ishing suburbs. 

The sub-committee is composed of the 
following named gentlemen: 

John S. Parks, chairman; Mayor Mims, 
City Engineer Clayton, Councilman W,

land, Alderman George Y. Pierce, For- 
rest Adair and Fulton Colville. 

This sub-committee was appointed by 
Chairman Barrett at the recent meeting 
of the general committee, composed of 
members from council and the city at 
large, appointed by Mayor Pro Tem. 
Harvey Johnson to investigate the advisa- 
bility of redistricting the city. At that 
meeting it developed that the first matter 
that should be disposed of was the ques- 
tion of whether or not the city limits 


ought to be extended. 
When this matter is definitely settled 


then it will be for the general committee 
to determine the question of redistricting 
the entire city. It appears to be the 
concensus of opinion that the city should 
be divided into ten instead of seven wards 
and it is expected that the redistricting 
committee will so recommend to coun- 
cil. 

The sub-committee will meet this morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock in the mayor’s office and 
in carriages will visit several sections 
of the city.

New Orleans, March 20.—A rather unusual 
amount of trading was done in the spot cotton 
market after hours last evening, the result of 
which will be included in the day’s record of 
sales; but this morning the market opened 
guiet and distinctly heavy, for while factors 
appeared to be willing sellers at an additional 
decline, buyers evinced a marked disposition to 
hold off and await further developments, and 
refused to be tempted to operate freely even 
by offers of concessions ranging from 1-16 to 
%c below yesterlay’s prices. The sales were 
4,550 bales; prices %c lower than yesterday. 

The market for contracts showed a fuir de- 
gree of activity with the short interest in the 
ascendancy.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 

New York, March 20.—The market was over- 
whelmed with selling orders during the course 
of today’s trading and the phenomenon occur- 
red of an eager-unlouding of stocks by alarm- 
ed holders without any bad news bearing on the 
value of their property to alarm them. Such 
movements always occur as an occasional epi- 
sode in a bull market and as a sequel to a 
prolonged bull movement. The bull leaders at- 
tempted for a time today to contest the de- 
cline and to divert the speculation into new 
channels. But the mark&t was obviously tired 
and responded .anguidly to the manipulation 
for the advance. Yesterday’s heavy profit tak- 
ing brought further sellirg orders through com- 
mission houses, and the bears, detecting the 
strained conditioi1s in the market, put out 
larger short ‘tines. When the bulls -finally 
ceased their efforts to check the decline, prices 
crumbled rapidl¥ and stop loss orders were 
dislodged on a large scale. With only a few 
exceptions, prices fell well below last night. 
Profit taking by the bear# caused a consider- 
able rally in the last hour, so that last prices 
were not the lowest, although profit taking was 
renewed on the advance, making the closing 
tone irregular. The taking of speculative 
profits in Burlington was on an enormous 
scale. The contest for change of control of 
this road seems to have been ineffectual, the 
competitive buying of insiders, which carried 
the price to yesterday’s high level, having de- 
feated the attempt. Yet the recorded trans- 
actions in the stock within a few days past 
have been much more than would be sufficient 
to change the control. The highly speculative 
character of the dealings is thus clearly indi- 
cated. An effort was made to substitute St 
Paul and Northern Pacific as market leaders, 
and Missour® Pacific was marked up very 
buoyantly to IOI, crossing par for the first 
time in many years. There was a strong up- 
ward movement in Brooklyn Rapid Transit on 
rumors of official changes and on buying of 
the same character in Manhattan. The steel 
Stocks all continued strong, the dealings being 
mostly in the trust certificates f deposited 
stock, as the time for deposit expired today. 
As the success of the plan was obviously as- 
sured, there was a final rush to deposit stocks, 
so that the clerical difficulties of the trans- 
fer make it probable that daily deposits will 
be leniently treated. The preferred stocks 
showed greatest strength, gains extending 
to 44%.

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, March 20.—Disquieting rumors of 
a clash between English and Russian troops 
alarmed wheat shorts today and contributed to 
the strength engendered by other bullish news, 
May closing %@%c higher. A sharp advance 
in May pork, which ciosed 624%c over yester- 
day, was a feature of the day on ‘change. Corn 
closed unchanged, oats a shade higher and lard 
and ribs 5@7%c improved. 

Irregularity and exeitement characterized the 
wheat market all day. May opened %@'‘4c 
higher at 76%@76%c, mainly under pressure 
from shorts, whose fears were aroused by the 
steadiness of Liverpool cables, by cold weather 
and the small ‘total of northwestern, receipts. 
Long wheat, mostly from local holders, came 
out in sympathy with the easiness in corn, and 
May reacted to 76% on a dull market. On 
scarcely any trade and with no added reason 
for such action the market quickly rallied to 
76%c and then reacted to 76%. At this point 
it was reported that English and Russian 
troops had fired at each other at Tien Tsin, 
and nervous shorts rushed to cover, causing a 
rally to 77 Longs hit the market on this 
bulge and sert the market back to 76%c, where 
it steadied on light primary receipts, an im- 
proved cash demand for both wheat and flour, 
a drop of 19 points in the condition of Ken- 
tucky wheat and a Texas report that the crop 
of that state had been almost completely de- 
stroyed by the ravages of the fly. The drop 
in consols during the afternoon on apprehen- 
sion over the strained relations between Eng- 
land and Russia became aggressively bullish, 
May advancing in spirited fashion to 77%c.

Corn responded very feebly to the bullish 
spirit of the wheat market at the opening, The 
weather was regarded as bearish, and as re- 
ceipts continued to show improvement in grade, 
and there were indications of a freer move- 
ment from the country in the near future, the 
market eased off during the forenoon, some 
stop loss orders coming out. The aggressive 
bullishness of the wheat market later alarmed 
a sufficient number of shorts to cause a re- 
covery, but not to the pest prices of the day.

Prime on the Crop Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder: 

Chicago, March 16.—Storms of wind, 
rain and snow have been the order 
of the day for the second week of March. 
Under such conditions our progress has been 
very slow in the agricultural world, and the 
areas where work directly or indirectly 
connected with ‘spring seeding has been done 
have been very limited. Our general conditions 
are practically these: 

With the exception of the snowfall, the pres- 
ent week in the northwest, the snow now is 
nearly all gone, 

We have plenty of moisture in the ground 
and with better weather, which seems to be 
promised to us in the near future, spring seed- 
ing at least is likely to commence at any date 
in the central and southern grain growing areas 
of the country. 

There is one very favorable feature connected 
with the opening of spring, and that is this: 
That there are no areas in the length and 
breadth of the surplus grain growing states of 
the country where there is any lack of moist- 
ure. Frost is coming out of the ground very 
rapidly and all our prospects as a whole at 
this date are for an average good spring fo 
far as normal seeding is concerned and the 
early germination of the spring seeded crops, 

The report on reverses of corn and wheat in 
farmers’ hands from Washington this week has 
been very favorably received and commented 
upon,as béing as near as possible correct as 
a report of that character can be made for 
at best these reports are largely approximated.

velopment and work just as soon as mild 
weather puts in its appearance, 

We have very full reports as to the financial 
condition from interior; both mercantile 
and agricultural, and everything up to date is 
in a vefy healthy condition. While broadly 
speaking, the spring is a little Jate, still there 
is nothing discouraging in the situation. 

Railroad traffic in the interior keeps up and 
it would be even greater than it is now if cars 
could be had to handle it, 

No one thing has added so much during the 
last ninety days to the permanent wealth of 
the country from an agricultural standpoint as 
the high prices which have been paid this win-
